From the New York Papers of To-day.

Shortly belore 12 o'clock last night fire was
discovered in the basement o!f the Academy of
Musie, frenting on Irving Place. The pertorm-
ance had been closed but @ short time, und n
number of pertons aituched to the theatre were
still in the bulldine, An effort was made by
those present to subdue the flumes, but without
avall, as It way evident the five was vimble in
several places st the same time, which at once
led tothe beliel that the tire was the work ot
design,

Toe alarm was prompily given, the firemen
quickly reported, and several powerful streams
were taken mmto the iront of the buildings; but
it was soon lound impossivle to remain, a8 the
smoke poured out in such density as to nearly
sutiocute thoee within its range. I[n less than
fifteen minutes after the' tiest alarm, the flames
were scen gushing out of I.heuémer windows and
cornices. Engineer Kingsland, finding it was
only,wasting water to throw it on the theatre, at
once directed his force to the preservation of
the adjolning buildings. Streams were applied
to the front of Grace Chapel, on Fourteenth
street, and to the dwellings adjoining; also to
the'dwellings onoslte on Irving place.

The body of heat and burning wood took its
course eostward, setting fire to the Medieal, Col-
lege, next to the theatre, aud the plano-forte
manufactory of Thue & Son. The burting sparks
also tell on the roof of Worcester's plano-forte fue-
tory; northeast corner ol Thira avenue and Four-
tacnih street, setting thae bullding on fire. At
halt-past 1 ¢’clock only the walls of the Aeademy
were standing, the whole of the interier having
bed n consumed,

When the flumes burst through the roof the
sky m the vicinity was (Humioated, aud one
very remarkable feature, n lurge number of
small birds were flying uround, the glare of
leght having drawn them (rom the trees in
Union Bquare. The bright Hgbt shining on
them, a8 they hoyvered and dunced around, gave
them the appearance of cunary birds, BEvery
now and then one {mor little tellow' would ap-
proach too near aud disappear In the flames,

About halt-pust one o'clock the wind fresh-
ened conslderably from the west, communicat-
ing the fire, by means of burning timber, to the
Duteh Reiormed Oburch, c¢n Filteenth street,
which was entirely demolished,

Officer Van Ranst, ol the Eghth precinct,
while endeavoring to remove some of the
church valuabled, was crushed by the fallin
ceiling, and seriously, though, it"is supposed,
uot fatally injured. He wns conveyed to the
private residence No. 183 Fllteenth street, and
properly cared for,

ANOTHER ACCOUNT,

The Academy of Muosic 1ol a vietim to the
devouring clement about 12 o'clock last night,
together with the Medical (ollege and the ex-
tensive piaf mannlactory of lhne & Son, corper
of Fourteenth sireet and Third avenue, and
several dwellings on Third avenue, About &
quarter before twelve Are was discovered in the
bagcment in the front porti-n of the bullding,
when the police immediately gave the alarm to
Hook and Ladder Compuny No, 8, lying in West
Thirteenth ptreet, and the alirm signal No. 43
immediately sounded, Ou the arrival of (he
above compeny the whole lower portion of the
front part was enveloped in fames, Au sttempt
was made to prevent its extending up the stair-
way, but owing to a Iarge quantity of combusti-
ble material being stored in one of the lower
rooms it could not be arrested, and the flames
soon drove the firemen,

In the meantime several streams were brought
to bear on the rear portion of fhe building, but
it war but a few moments when it was lound
impossible to save the bullding. Quile & large
number of tiremen were in the bullding, to-
gether with several civilians, sho were engaged
in carrying out the wardrobies and other arti-
cles that conld be conveyed by hand. All of a
sudden s dense mass of fames shot up in the
front portien, cuiting off all escape of thowe
within the building by the iront way, and drove
thoseé in front out into the street, Beveral suc-
ceeded in making to the rear of the building,
but here rome ol them were cut off by the smoke,
and suffocated. Among the number known as
missing at present is the lForeman of Engine
Company No. 5, David Watara, and one of the
members numed Welsh, There is not a shadow
ol doubt but that five or six lives have beeu loat,

1o the short space of thirty minutes the whole
building was n mussive sheet of flames, tom-
nating the ety and vicinity for miles. A strong
northwest wind blowing ut tne time, the fire
soon communicated 1o the Medleal College, ad-
jolning, on East Fourteenth street, which was
alto soon in flames. Chlef Evgineer Kingsland,
tinding that his torce was inadequate to arrest
it progress, caused & second alurm to be rung,
whﬂsh soon brought an extia force ol enginves,
By one o'clock the fire hud communicated Lo
the large plano manutactory of Thue & Sons, on
the corner of Third avenue aud Fourteenth
street. This bullding was fast belng destroved
u8 our reporter left the scene,  The tirst ioor on
the corner wis ocoupled ag a ladiss’ aud gentle-
men's dinfog-saloon,

The fire wlao extended to Nos, 192 and 124
Third avenue, a cue-story bullding occupled b
Charles Kreitz as a lager-beer saloon, and Ed-

* ward Hunt as n pork store, No, 126 was alan

in flames; the buﬁ(()llnx Wik uccugled by J. H.
Green, on the fimst floor, as an upholsterer, aud
the upper portion "J severnl femilies. The
bulldings No. 1268 and 130 were also on fire,
and the flames flnally crossed Third avenue to
the piano inctory on the northeast corner of
F‘ouiﬂetsnlh streel, und to the buildings ad-
olping,
: On“the south side of East Fourteenth strest
the firemeén turned thelr onlire attention to
eaving the bulldings, among (hem Grace
Chapel und the New Yoark Circus, which at 2
o'viock seemed out of danger,

ifeonth street. A™ half-past 1 o'elock the in
terior of. the Acad my had been totally de-
strosed, but the walls bad not fell in. 1t Is
rerumed that shonld they fall they will crush
n the roofs of the bulldmﬁt on Filteenth stravt,
The building No. 8 Irving place, occupied by
Jobn Ling s a restauraut, took five at 1 o’elock,
and was also consumed,

The police, of which there was a large force
on hand, devoted considerable attention 1o
saving the property of the neighborbood. The
whole property of the (irous Company was got
out and conveyed up to Unlon Squace, All the
farniture in Urace Chapel was also got ont, A
fireman named John Demon, of Engine Company
No. 13, was slightly burned. Mogt of the con-
tenis of the Medicul College were also rescued
by the Insurance Patrol and firemen,

The firemen worked like good fellows, but it
was apparent thet their force was oot suflicient,
Epgineer Kingsland and lis assistantas, Bates,
Orr, Sullivan, Mackey, and others were on hand,
and did all in their power Lo arrest the progress
of the flames,

About 2 o'clock & third alarm was sounded for

the n en at signal No. 146, when several com-
panl%on thelr arrival at the corner of Canal
street and Broadway, were despatched to the

tcene. Beveral companies from the Brooklyu
Fire Department came over, smong them one or
two hose carripges. g

Irving Hall, on the southwest corner of Irving
place and Fitteenth street, was saved, owing to
beveril streams being kept on the building,

THE S8CENE

at 14 o'clock was one of thrilling magnificence
The entire block encompussed by Fourteenth
streel, Irving place, Futeenth street, and Third
avenue, seemed to be one mase of flame, and
ind: ed every building standing in this block wus
at that time on fire,  Every building fronting on
Third avenue it was expected would be de-
stroyed, althouph the firemen were engaged in
doing their best to save them, The street was
actually covered with burning coals, and the
clothing of 8 number of spectators took fire,

On the casterly side of the street the only
building on tive wag Worcester's Plano Factory;
but it was feared that the dwelling adjoining
this would yield to the pressure of heat and the
immense volume of blazing couls that were con.
stantly falling upon It, and be consumed with
the other butldings. As far as the ove eould
reach up the avenue every object was plainly
visible as 11 seen by daylieht, while the rushipie
of crowds, the workicg of steamers, and the
shouts of the multitudes, and all the other cip-
camwstances incident to the occnsion, made the
gcene unusually thrilling. From every dwell-
lng in the vicinity men and women were to be
ecen hiastily engaged in removing turmture to
the sidewalk, while cluldren were adding to
the gemeral noise snd confusion by arying us
stoutly as their young lungs would lat them,

FIREMEN MIBBING:

Foreman David H., Waters and  Fireman
Welch, of Engiue Company No, 5, are both miss-
ing. They were in coarge of the pipe on the
stuge, and have not been seen since, ana 1t 18
feared that they have perished.

John Demon, of No, 18, was badly burned
while in charge of the pipe of ais engfrw.

The logs o.. the building and property eannot
at this Inte mowent, be estimated, by it will
probably reach the high tigure of a willion of
dollars,

LATER ACCOUNT—TUESDAY, J A, M.

As Wo go to press the fire has extended neroes
the avenue, und the flames are issuing from
Worcester's piano lactory, on the northeast
corner ol Fourternth street and the avenve, and
the Presbytenian Chucch fon  Fifteenth street
had also caueht, and, no doubl, would both be
destroycd, together with buildings intervening,

A strong easterly wind prevailed, which car-
ried the flames and cinders a long distance to
the enstward, causing daneer to the entire
neighborhood,

The entire row of buildings, trom Irving place
to the avenue on Fourteenth street, are com-
pletely gutted, and nothing remaing but the
wolls and chimneys—some of them \n a condi-
tion to tumble at sny moment, The firemen
were using every eflort in their power to subdue
the flamer, but with only pt‘u‘tia{ success so far,
The fire bells, at the hour we go to press, are
ringing another alarm, on account of the flumes
bursting out in & new direction, The Third
avenue cars are blockaded, causing much in-
convenience to those engaged in business down
town.

The steeple of the Presbyterinn Church on
Fitteenth street has just fallén, causing eloids
of cinders and sparks to fill the air, and muking
a most brilliant 1llumination of the entire
heavens., There are varlous réporls as to the
origin of the fire; one that it eaught under the
parquet, while another ststement is to the effoct
that it originated among the scenery. The ar
rangements !.nmeel ﬁul!h nn emereency seem
to have been wholly negleeted, and bofore a
strenm of water conld be got on the flames were
beyond contiol, 8o far us the Academy was con-
certed,

The Fire Department were also slow in getting
to work, otherwise it might huve beeu got under
betore extending so far 48 1t has, There could
be nothing learned correctly in regard to the
insurance of the Academy or sny ol the other
bulldings. The fire, thoueh not more destruc-
tive of materinl value than we have had in the
city during the past year, was, or ruther is {for
ot 3 A, M, it 1= still burning iercely) more ter-
ribly grand 10 look upon than any that hLas
oceurred for many years,

At 8 distance from the burning bulldings the
fire seemed to cover aspsce of hall & mile
square, and when the steeple of the church was
enveloped 1 fames the picture was awlully
Lublime.

At this bour it is impossible to give the par-
tioulars ot the conflagration, or do other than
convey to our readers the prominent fncts gs
they had been developed at the time of going Ly
press,

The Opera House was owned by u joint stock
compiny, of which Mr, Kingsland wus the azent,
Nothing was saved from the bullding, '

The next ship to retire was the Berdhguels, She
movea oul slowly about twenty minutes atter the
Villa de Madrid. ©his ship bad been receivine a
livavy fire irom battcries 8, 9, and 10 snd & oross
fire from battery number 6. As sbe passed the
United States ships it was noticed that she had ro-
ceived & heavy nifled sliot on the port side, near the
water line, whieh had passed completely through
ber, coming out at or under the water lme on the
starboard side, rendering 1t nocessary to caresn hor

As it wae, sho had tsken in 8 Yast quantity of
v ater, so that whaen out 01 range. and anchored, not

Nothing s known ae to the losa on board the
Spunish fleet, but Lored as thelr ships have boen,
the nombe- ol casunlcies must necossarity be very
beary: Admira Nuvez s reported o have re-
oelved no less thean cight contusions. One in the
head pronounced gevers, Our surgeons, who ofured
thewr services Lo both parties alike, wore not a" wwed

wishied to eoncenl as far as pessible the number of
mwen that had been olaced Aors de combat, and the
condrtion of the anips. By the shot that disabled
the steampipe of the Villa de Madrid eghipen men

o jurging the Spanish loss as far in oxoess of that
of the Pernvians.

WHAT THE EPANIARDA INTEND TO DO,

It wus assertod thar the Spaniards intended to
reuew the attack. but the opimion of all the offi-
cers ol the Fanderdiit 1 that, they are in no condi-
tion whatever to attempt it; they have boen badly
boaten aud much discouraged, and, besides, they
must be defloient in munitions of war, If tha{htry
it again it wall probabiyy bo from the bay of Bella
Vista, south of the eity, where u podtion will be
tuken that will enable them w sholl 1t and the
works without exposing themeelves to almost cor-
tain destruction.

1t wus supposed tha' Admiral Nunez would have
dono thue at first, aud not ventured upon s direct
artnck, especinlly when he knew the hoavy sguns
thut were in podltion; tut he. had beon so much
abukea lor baving bombarded Valparalso, whero
thiore was voihiog to oppose him, that he doter-
mingd to atteck Ca Ino in fronf, in order to prove
thnt while he would she'l n derenseloss olty, if suoh
were hig orders, he would not hesitate to atiack
10r1E in front, IT neeesaity arose to ao so. His ln-
tentions 10r 1he future are of course unknown; but
it 1 surmised that ho has had quite enoogh, and that
witer repmanng dammges a8 best he can, he will
